We have had a surplus of people 
pointing out the problems of pollution, 
ecology, consumerism, etc. But now 
we are faced with what to do about the 
energy crisis that has developed in 
the wake ol the “ solutions” to the 
above problems and are now faced 
with shortages in almost every area 
of our economy.

challenge facing all of us and this 
includes today’s graduates as well as 
the graduates to be tor the next 
several years will be how to find a 
balance between the world as we 
would like for it to be and the way it is. 
But what really bothers me more 
than anything else is how lew of these 
graduates will ever really become 
involved in the problems ot 
their 
community, state, nation or world. At 
least this will be true if this year s 
seniors are anything like those who 
have gone before them. 
All too many of this world s citizens 
never really get involved in 
the 
problems facing mankind. I’ ar too 
many take that old attitude of 
let 
George do it. 
For too many live in 
their own eight to five dream world. 
This is the real challenge that faces 
this graduating class and all the 
classes that have come before and 
those that will follow. This will never 
be a better world to live in until more 
people become involved in trying to 
make it better.

All three bills require local option 
election to create the districts. 
The elections will be called by the temporary 
directors named in bills if and when the bills 
become effective. In both the Hamlin and Stamford 
bills the temporary directors are named in the bills 
and in the Anson district’s bill, the Governor must 
name the directors. 
Ail three bills by Senator Jack Hightower 
received Senate approval earlier in the session and 
were approved by the House Committee last
